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Again  we  wish  to  express  our  hearty  apprecia- 
tion to  all  those  who  ordered  bulbs  and  tubers  of  us 
last  season;  the  many  letters  we  received  from  those 
that  had  pleasing  results  from  their  bulbs  are  quite 
gratifying  to  us,  indeed. 

The  picture  on  the  opposite  page  is  taken  from 
a snap-shot;  taken  in  one  of  our  tulip  gardens  last 
spring.  It  wTas  not  taken  for  the;  purpose  of  using 
in  this  list  but  it  was  suggested  to  us  that  our 
many  friends  all  over  the  country  might  like  to  see 
the  Patterson  family,  so  we  finally  decided  to  use 
it.  Reading  from  left  to  right:  Delmar  J.,  the  only 
son,  is  five  years  old  and  a great  lover  of  flowers. 
Next,  is  Dora  Mae,  then  Mary;  they  are  known  as 
the  “twins”  because  they  are  so  near  the  same  size 
and  their  mother  dresses  them  alike;  they  are  9 and 
11.  Ducile  is  standing  next  to  her  mother;  she  is 
in  High  School  now,  is  14,  and  taking  quite  an  in- 
terest in  flowers  and  assuming  some  of  the  respon- 
sibilities. Mrs.  Patterson  is  standing  between 
Lucile  and  I;  she  has  full  charge  of  the  cut  flower 
end  of  the  business  and  is  an  expert  designer  of 
floral  baskets.  Since  we  decided  to  use.  a picture, 
we  wished  for  a better  one  but  this  was  about  the 
only  one  available  that  would  answer  the  purpose. 

We  have  often  been  asked  how  we  got  in  the 
flower  game,  wThich  might  be  interesting  to  some 
of  you  so  here  it  is:  When  I came  home  in  April, 
1919,  after  serving  twenty  months  in  the  Military 
Service  during  the  World  War,  Mrs.  Patterson  and 
myself  secured  19  Dahlia  tubers  and  100  Gladiolus 
bulbs  and  planted  in  our  vegetable  garden  for  our 
own  pleasure;  that  was  the  start.  Next  year  and 
the  year  following  we  planted  the  natural  in- 
crease of  these  bulbs  having  no  thought  of  making 
a business,  but  our  flowers  attracted  so  much  at- 
tention that  people  came  from  all  around  and  de- 
manded bulbs  from  us  and  we  put  them  in  collec- 
tions for  them.  We  added  different  varieties  from 
time  to  time  and  the  natural  growth  of  the  demand 
caused  us  to  increase  our  plantings  each  year.  We 
have  always  tried  to  make  each  patron  a satisfied 
customer  and  we  feel  that  we  have  succeeded  and 
expect  to  continue  with  that  policy
